The ^ettyBburg Battlefield Lyceum 


Bureau has planned a Chautauqua for 
Gettysburg, to last from August 18 to 
27. A large tent will be erected at a 
convenient point on the outskirts of, 
town, where there will be a dally pro- 
gram of lectures, music, recitals, il- 
lustrated talks and all the instruction 
and entertainment that goes to make 
up the hundreds of chautauquas that 
are held throughout the length and 
breadth of this land every summer. 


The Gettysburg Lyceum Bureau is 


a recent organization of this town and 
has for its object: 


1st. 
To keep before the American 


people the deeds of heroism of the Blue 
and the Gray at Gettysburg, July 1863. 


2nd. To perpetuate the symbol of 


Gettysburg—The spirit of a reunited 
country. 


3rd. To procure a more united and 


friendly intercourse and uniformity of 
action in promoting the welfare of Get 
tysbtirg. 


4th. To secure 
conventions 
and 


other assemblies, touring parties, ex- 
cursions and individual tourists for 
Gettysburg. 


The chautauqua planned by this 


Bureau is proposed to be similar in 
features to the 650 chautauquas held 
last year in the United States, which 
•were attended by millions of the best 
citizens of the country. 


The chautauqua is non-sectarian and 


non-partisan. Questions vital to every 
man and woman are discussed by 
speakers who understand their subject 
and who know how to present it. The 
program is varied something for every- 
one. For the lover of music there is 
the very best that can be had. Often 
the magician is on the program and 
mystifies us all. 
The illustrated lec- 


ture is a feature much enjoyed and is 
increasing in popular 
favor. 
The 


chautauqua platform has drawn upon 
all classes for its talent, statesmen, 
travelers, scientists, the pulpit, th« 
stage, the bench and the bar, the army 
and the navy, the workshop and the 
farm, all lands and climes have con- 
tributed to make the chautauqua a 
great ana growing force for good in 
every community which is fortunate 
enough to have one. 


The chautauqua will be a business 


proposition in that the bureau will 
only be able to contract for the best 
talent they can secure for the money 
in sight, and the attendance will de- 
termine this and the only plan which 
experience has shown to be successful 
is to sell enough tickets in advance to 
cove* the expenses, which will be 
more than $1500 for the Gettysburg 
Chautauqua. This will require 1,000 
course tickets to be pledged at $x.50. 
The town and county will be canvassed 
at an early date for these pladges. It 
is proposed for but $1.50 to issue a 
ticket which will admit the holder to 
every session of the chautauqua, cov- 
ering a period of ten days, and at the 
same time a method has been worked 
out by which the holder can recover 
this $1.EO so that ne can enjoy this 
chautauqua without the payment of 
one cent. 


Each course ticket will be accom- 


panied by fifteen coupons worth ten 
cents each. The coupons will be good 
at any store in Gettysburg from Aug. 
18 to Aug. 27 for ten per cent, of any 
bill under $15. In other words buy at 
any store during that time $15 worth 
of goods and the merchant will give 
the goods for $13.50, and this will re- 
turn to the holder the price of his 
course ticket. The coupons are di 
vided in small sums so that the pur- 
chase need not be made at one store. 
The ticket will admit any member of 
the family and the stores will accept 
the coupons from any one who holds 
the book when the purchase is made. 


It is expected that an automobile 


service will be organized for the pur- 
pose of furnishing transportation at a 
reasonable rate trom all parts of the 
county to and from Gettysburg for all 
who may care to make use of it. 
Ar- 


rangements 
for transportation will 


iiave to oe made in advance so that 
enough automobiles can be engaged to 
cover the service. 


No program at Gettysburg will ever 


be 
complete 
without 
the 
battle- 


field being made a feature. No attrac- 
tion will ever be so great but what 
"Gettysburg" will be greater. No ora- 
tor can ever hope to equal the eloquence 
of the National Cemetery, of the miles 
of beautiful avenues lined with mag- 
nificent monuments of granite and 
bronze. Instead of the usual morning 
program, there will be tours of the 
battlefield, conducted by Capt. James 
T. Long and George Linn Kieffer, cov- 
ering 20 miles of the battle lines and 
passing all the points of interest. No 
charge will be made for these tours to 
the holders of season tickets, except 
for a seat in one of the automobiles or 
wagons. 


Why should we not have a chautau- 


qua? Not since the time of the old 
county fair have we had anything for 
ourselves. 
We should get together 


for a good time. There is no better 
place to meet each other and get ac- 
quainted than at a chautauqua. There 
is no greater State than Pennsylvania 
and there is no place more beautiful 
than Gettysburg, where millions have 
been spent in order that we, and fu- 
ture generations may receive inspira- 
tion from the deeds of heroism of the 
men of the Blue and the Gray on this 
field. 


Here, where Abraham Lincoln In 


his famous address, dedicated the Na 
tional Cemetery, every orator will be 


at Ms best. They mill be proud to be 
here and speak to us, because of Lin- 
coln, and because of the men who won 
and lost here, and because they and we 
love Gettysburg, our common heritage. 


If but one Adams county boy or girl 


is saved for a life's usefulness and 
honor by the inspiration for better 
things they will receive at this chau- 
tauqua, it will be worth all it costs in 
time, work and dollars. But there is 
something for the older ones as well 
as for the young; new thoughts, new 
questions asked and answered by peo- 
ple who know, old friends to meet, new 
ones to make, something to think about 
and talk about for many a day. 


Such is the prospectus of the chau- 


tauqua planned for Gettysburg and 
when the business men of the commu- 
nity stand ready to present to the peo- 
ple of this town and county this chau- 
tauqua by the redemption of coupons 
providing for the cost thereof, the pub- 
lic should enthusiastically extend the 
glad hand and helping hand to the 
canvassers who shall soon visit them, 
and make of this first chautauqua at 
Gettysburg a brilliant success. 
Equestrian Statue to Gen. Howard. 


The State of Maine will erect an 


equestrian statue on the Battlefield of 
Gettysburg to Major General O. O. 
Howard who commanded the 11 Corps 
at the battle and during part of the 
first day after the death of General 
Reynolds was in command here. Gen- 
eral Howard was a native of Maine 
and the erection of an equestrian 
statue will be in harmony with the 
plan of having such statues erected 
in honor of all corps 
commanders. 


Governor Plaisted of Maine has ap- 
pointed the commission to act with 
the Gettysburg National Park Com 
missioners in selecting a site. 


This makes the third handsome me- 


morial already started and not yet 
finished and may go up this year or 
certainly before the great celebration 
of 
1913. 
They are the equestrian 


statue to General Sedgwick that has 
been authorized by the State of Con- 
necticut, the memorial to the South 
ern troops surmounted by an eques- 
trian statue of General Lee, and the 
equestrian statue of General Howard. 


Judges Salary increase a Law. 
The Pennsylvania Legislature pass- 


ed the Judges' Salary Increase Bill 
and Governor Tener signed the bill 
last Friday making it a law increasing 
salaries of Judges of the ^upreme 
all the Courts of Comon Pleas and Or- 
phans' Court and becomes effective at 
once and the total increase to the 
State will be $226,500 per year. 


Under ims new law Judge S. McC. 


Swope, President Judge of the 
51st 


Judicial District, composed of Adams 
and 
Fulton counties, will 
receive 


$6,000 in stead of $5,000 a year. 


Fire Destroys Parish House.

The 
house was built ten years ago and was 
partly insured.

SUPREME COURT NOUN 


IN DIRECTOR OF POOR CASK IS 
AGAINST JACOB £. SHARRETS 


Two Directors of the Poor Will be 


Elected it the Fall 


of 1911. 


The opinion and decree of the Su- 


preme Court of judgment of ouster 
against Jacob E. Sharetts and in favor 
of H. W. Taylor for the office of Direc- 
tor of Poor was received by Prothono- 
tary Taughinbaugh on last Friday. 
The claim of Mr. Sharetts after his 
election was based on the premise that 
the office was not recognized under the 
constitution and hence amendments to 
constitution could not apply to this of- 
fice and the Supreme Court holds that 
while it is true the office is not recog- 
nized under the constitution, yet for 
sake of the convenience of a new elec- 
tion scheme it comes under the provi- 
sions of the amendments. The result 
of the decision is the election of two 
directors of poor this rail of 1911, for 
a period of four years, one in 1913 for 
same period, two in 1915, one in 1917 
and so on. The opinion in full is as 
follows: 


"Where Directors of the Poor hold 


their office by virtue ol a special Act 
of Assembly erecting them into a cor- 
porate body, as is the case here, they 
are not county officers. So much was 
clearly decided in Nissley vs. Lancas- 
ter County, 215 Pa. 562. But it by no 
means follows that they are unaffected 
by the constitutional amendments of 
1909. 
Though not county officers, they 


yet are public municipal officers. Their 
selection is. not provided for specifi 
cally in the Constitution, nevertheless 
they are quite as much municipal offi- 
cers in essential characteristics as 
those specifically there 
enumerated. 


The argument in support of appellant's 
contention is based on the fact that 
Directors of the Poor are omitted 
from Section 3 of Article 8 of the Con- 
stitution, which reads as follows: "All 
judges elected by the electors of the 
State at large may be elected at either 
a general or municipal election, as cir- 
cumstances may require. All elections 
for judges of the courts for the several 
judicial districts, and for county, city, 
ward, borough and township officers, 
for regular terms of service, shall be 
held on the municipal election day, 
namely, the Tuesday next following 
the first Monday of November, in each 
odd numbered year, but the General 
Assembly may by law fix a different 
day, 
two-thirds of all the members of 


each House consenting thereto; Pro- 
vided that such election shall always 
be held in an odd numbered year.' 
The argument takes no account of the 
scheme of the several amendments 
which were adopted, or the end that 
was to be accomplished through them, 
and overlooks other constitutional pro 
visions which bear directly upon the 
question in issue »nd show conclu 
sively that while specific mention is 
not here made of Poor Directors, they 
are not even by intendment excluded. 
An 
unmistakable 
purpose 
of 
the 


amendments of 1909 was to simplify 
our system of elections by reducing the 
number of elections held in any one 
year. To this end it is provided that 
general elections for the election of 
state officers shall be held bi-annully 
on the Tuesday following the first 
Monday of November in each even 
numbered year, and that the same day 
in each odd numbered year shall be 
"a municipal election day." We need 
not stop to show how inconsistent, not 
only with this general scheme, but 
with the provisions of the unamended 
constitution, an exception to the office 
of Poor Director out of the class to be 
voted for at a municipal election 
would be. Its repugnancy is appar 
ent, and the lack of all reason for the 
exclusion is quite as much so. The 
constitution unamended, for very wise 
purposes, disassociated municipal elec- 
tions from general elections, but pre- 
scribed a separate day for each in tht 
same year. The purpose of the amend- 
ment was not to again associate them, 
but to make them occur in different 
years, observing the same distinction 
as theretofore. It being within legis- 
lative power to create other munici- 
pal offices than those specifically men- 
tioned in the section referred to. if ihe 
argument for the velator holds, no 
such offices so created could be voted 
for at a municipal election, and it 
would be an open question, perhaps 
one not easily solved, whether the> 
could under constitutional provision 
be voted for at a general election. Sec. 
1 or -art. 12, unamended, provided 
thfit "AH officers whose selection is not 
provided for in this Constitution, shall 
be elected or appointed as may be di- 
rected 
by law." 
4s 
amended 
by 


Amendment 8 adopted in Novembei 
1909, 
it now reads "All officers whose 


selection Is not provided for in this 
Constitution, shall be elected or ap- 
pointed as may be directed by law: 
Provided that elections of State offi- 
cers shall be held on a general election 
day, and elections of local officers shall 
be held on a municipal election day, 
except when, in either case, special 
elections may be required to fill unex- 
pired terms." This express provision 
overcomes every possible presumption 
that it was intended that Section 3 of 
Article 8 should apply only to such 
municipal offices as are specifically 
mentioned, and shows a manifest pur- 
pose to require all municipal officers, 
including as well those already exist- 
ing as those thereafter to be created, 
to be voted for on "a municipal elec- 
tion day." The office of Poor Direc- 
tor then being a municipal and there 
fore a local office, not excepted out of 
the constitutional provisions as to the 
date of election, the schedule which 
was adopted to carry the amendments 
Into operation, governs It alike with 


all officers voted for by the people. 
This schedule provides "In the case of 
officers elected by the people, all terms 
of office fixed by Act or Assembly at an 
odd number of years shall each be 
lengthened one year, but the Legisla- 
ture may change the length of the 
term, provided the terms for which 
such officers are elected shall always 
be for an even number of years." It 
follows tuat the election of the appel- 
lant to the office of I'dor Director at an 
election in November, 1910, an even 
year, was futile, and that he is without 
title to the office. 


The judgment of ouster is affirmed."

Register Thomas was 
the only Democrat elected last fall on 
the Frederick county ticket. He had 
previously been a farmer and enjoys 
in a high degree the esteem and con- 
fidence of the people of his county. 
Whilst here, he was a guest of Calvin 
F. Solt. whose father now resides near 
Fredeiick City. 


Town Council Meeting. 


Town Council met on Tuesday even- 


ing of last week, all members present 
and minutes of April meeting were 
read aud approved. 


Mr. Myers who bought the Gilbert 


property on West Middle street asked 
about putting up a frame dwelling 27 
by 27 feet and was informed that a 
brick casing would comply with the 
ordinance regulating buildings. 


Amos Eckert asked permission to 


use oil on Springs avenue, that resi- 
dents of that street wanted to make 
experiment with oil for one square 
west of railway crossing, and he also 
asked Council to fill up depressions 
with fine stone. A motion prevailed 
that permission be granted residents 
of Springs avenue to use on on said 
avenue, and that all depressions be 
filled by the Council with fine stone. 


The town engineer, W. H. Forman, 


asked permission and same was given 
him to change grade on Railroad St. 
between Carlisle and Washington Sts., 
and corrections were ordered to be 
made on blue prints and of markers 
on the street. 


Engineer Forman reported that un- 


der the supervision of the Highway 
-GmHBittee the grade on the south side 
of East Middle street had been made 
to conform with grade on north side 
of same street. 


The Highway Committee was given 


authority to purchase from Mr. Far- 
rell 500 tons of crushed stone. 


The Highway committee was au- 


thorized to purchase half circular iron 
pipe to repair or fix gutter at crossing 
at Dr. E. D. Hudson's on Hanover St. 


The committee for street north of 


W. M. R. R. in east end reported prog- 
ress. Similar report was made by the 
Curb and line Committee, Water Con- 
tract Committee, Property Committee, 
and Highway Committee on crossing 
at Caldwell and Braunreuter corner. 


The ordinance forbidding the erec- 


tion of a wooden building in the town 
of larger dimensions than 15 by 15 ft. 
was adopted, all councilmen voting for 
same except Councilman Stock of 2nd 
Ward. 


A motion carried that a committee 


be appointed to meet Calvin Gilbert 
about the opening of Howard street 
one square across West Middle street 
and Councilmen Butt, Tawney and 
Koch were named as the committee. 


Owing to criticism as to it being 


dangerous from "standpoint of fire," 
a motion was adopted that the secre- 
tary call the attention of the fire mar- 
shall to the condition of the stable on 
rear of Rev. Sieber's lot on W. Mid- 
dle street and request the fire mar- 
shall to view the same and report his 
opinion at next meeting. 


After some discussion of sewer fa- 


cilities for Mrs. Diller and Miss Laura 
Spangler, 
Carlisle street and John 


Wilson, Broadway, a motion was lost 
to refer matter to the Sewer Commit- 
tee. It was said that borouga was not 
in condition for further extensions of 
sewer this year.

cial Success. 


The opportunity is presented to 


Adams county for tbe holding of a 
County Fair, an opportunity witn a 
bonus that «uould insure the success 
of such an undertaking, aud the ques- 
tion stares every citizen of the county 
in the face, are we going to be equal 
to tbe opportunity presented. 


L,aet inontb the Slate ot Pennsyl- 


vania presented this opportunity by 
passing the following Act: 


Be it enacted, A-c., that the sum of 


f 100,000 or so much thereof as may be 
necessary, be aud tbe eanae is hereby 
specifically appropriated to carry out 
the provisions aua purposes of the 
Act of Juue 13, 1909, entitled "Au Act 
to authorize couuty commissioners, 
for the purpose of encouraging agricul- 
ture aud the holding of couuty agri- 
cultural exhibitions, to pay annually 
$1000 to the incorporated Agricultural 
Association, paying premiums on 
agricultural exhibits, holding au an- 
nual exhibition in the county, provid-

Isn't this bonus Act encouragement 


enough to the citizens of Adams county 
to hold a county fair. Tbe first ques- 
tion is always, can a fair be financed 
successfully. All the nearby fairs are 
eo managed at present that there is a 
balance in the treasury for the pay-, 
ment of dividends on stock, and with 
a bonus of $1000 to be counted on, it 
ought to be as simple as rolling ofl'a 
log to pull oft a fair and pay a 4 or 5 
per cent, dividend oa the money that 
would be needed to start tbe under- 
taking. $1000 a year from the State 
Is five per cent, on $20,000 aud this 
much or twice that much ought to be 
had for the asking toward such an un- 
dertaking. This is an opportunity not 
omy for a county fair but for the in- 
vestment of money, of which there is 
plenty in the county, with a certainty 
of a yield of good interest on the in- 
vestment. With tbe bonus from the 
State there would be no excuse tor a 
county fair to be a financial failure. 


A county fair would give the oppor- 


tunity the county needs for au annual 
agricultural exhibition. York couuty 
bolds two fairs, Cumberland 
one, 


Washington and Frederick counties, 
Maryland, each one. County fairs all 
around Adams county and is it pos- 
sible that Adams county does not pos- 
sess the goods to make a successful 
exhibition of its own. ,The truth is 
that the people of Adams county are 
exhibiting at the nearby fairs enough 
agricultural results to make a good 
fair of its own, and the stamp of our 
resources could be better put on our 
products by exhibiting them at an 
Adams county fair.

raising better stock, are more up-to- 
date in their farming than at any other 
time in the history of the county and 
this fact would insure a successful tair.

"There are some of us lef 
yet, though. 1 have a couple of 'em 
out there on my place. I wanted to 
establish a little home for 'em—and 
make it like one of them old soldier' 
homes, but they used to go into town 
koinethnes and get ou a drunk and 
stay there lor weeks. Every time 
they'd buy a round of drinks they't 
say "Charge it to "Bill" Cody.' And 
they'd drink themselves to death 
The two 1 have out there now can' 
walk or even drive, BO they are kind o 
hobbled, with a short hobble at that ' 


"Why don't you stay at a hole 


while you are iu town ?" he was ask 
ed. He laughed, and from between 
the white mustache and goatee flash 
ed a set of strong teeth that had been 
tested with buffalo meat back in the 
seventies. 


"No, siree," he said finally, .stil 


smiling. "None of the hotels for me 
1 tried it over iu Washington: ouee 
and some of them old fellers that 
haven't got anything to do but eat 
and sleep and don't have to get out of 
bed until dinner time kept me up till 
1 o'clock in the morning, aud 1 dou'l 
like it. I'd rather get iuto bed eariy 
at night. I have to do 18 hours' work 
a day, and 1 can't a fiord to loaf 


"If 1 went to u hotel iu every town 


some of them fellers would say, "Bil 
Cody'll be coming back from the show 
pretty soon. We'll wait and get him 
to swap yarns.' No. I steer clear o 
hotels. And 1 like it just as I am heie 
A man don't want to get used to being 
too luxurious, because it makes him 
lazy and good for nothing." 


8itting tbefe in his tent he was a 


contradiction. He wore rubbers and 
ordinary shoes. His raincoat was the 
latest English and yet his shirt was 
as red as a rooftop, his sombrero was 
as wide as a parasol and bis long, 
white hair flowed plentifully down 
his back, tumbling in curls across his 
collar. When the raincoat flapped 
open and the white hair was strewn 
over his shoulders there was a mem 
ory of the old days, but when he 
looked straight ahead, the hair and 
the sh:rt were forgotten, and there 
was only a kindly man peering out ol 
a pair of eyeglasses, satisfied with life 
There wasn't a gun in sight. Not a 
pistol peeped from any pocket. Not a 
saddle hung over a chair. His cowboy 
secretary came in with the afternoon 
papers, and the Colonel glanced hast 
flyover them. There was in one a 
notice of President Tart attending the 
performance iu Washington on Tues 
day. The writer had referred to the 
performance as a circus. 


'•A circus," sniffed "Bill" with fine 


disdain. "If that feller calls ray show 
a circus I'll shout him up ; yep !" 


But he fell back again into a moie 


restrained vocabulary. Sitting there 
puffing on a cigar he waa the natural 
Buffalo Bill a daring spirit who had 
braved much and won, whom success 
had favored aud who bad tasted afllu 
ence; who dwelt in the future as much 
as the past. 


'•What are you going to do with the 


rest of your life, now that you intend 
to retire?" he was asked. 


"Going back west of tbe Mississ- 


ippi," he said quickly, "and spend my 
pile out there iu the country which an 
American statesman once said was fit 
only for the coyote and the rattlesnake. 
That's my home country and that's 
tbe place 1 love. I have been riding 
around with this show for 27 years 
aud I have been in tbe show business 
for !>7 years. And I made a lot of 
money. Every cent I've made I've 
spent out there. 


"You don't remember, but :>7 years 


ago 1 went ou the stage. I came to 
Baltimore beie and we packed the 
house. Of course, I wasn't any actor. 
I couldn't act, but I gave them what 
they came to see, and 1 cleaned up 
$100,000 every season for 10 years. 


"And then I wanted to get out iuto 


something bigger. 1 said tbat we ought 
to spread out aud get a show that waa 
a show aud so I came out with the show 
we have now. I went into this busi- 
ness because there was money in it aud 
I have made it 
1 cleaned up $500,000 


last year on the road and I expect to 
get $600,000 this year. Out at the 
World's Fair in Chicago in 1893 [ made 
$1,000,000. 


In all the time I have been iu the 


show business i have made pretty 
"early $10,000,000 and every cent of it 
has gone back there in the Weat, 
where I came frjm. J put u iuto de- 
veloping the country. I reckon 1 have 
played to more people than any other 
showman in the world, at least that'* 
what Ihe statistical sharks tell m« 
and I reckon it's true 


"But mind ye, this ain't a circus, 


and the feller thai says it will get shot 
up. This is educational. People are 
seeing what they never will see agaiu. 
That country out there ain't what it 
u«ed to be 
Even the people are dif- 


re rent 


He hitched his chair up aud threw 


ba^k his hair from his shoulders, 


"The West is becoming the produc- 


ing portion of this country," he aaid. 
"lucre was a time 
when 
people 


thought it was a detert. It's not. it's 
i be greatest 
farming and mining 


country in Amereca aud its growing 
all the time. But it stands to reason 
that the people out there now ha\eu't 
as much endurance as they had back 
iu the frontier days. 


"You don t know I was the first 


man to» irrigate Nebraska, do you? 
Well, iu the eighties 1 saw that the 
country needed water to make it great 
farming laud aud I ran an irrigation 
ditch. Now they are all over the Weat. 
Then I opened the Big Horn basin, 
where the most fertile soil in North 
America is found." 


He looked outside at the pouriug 


raiu aud the uiain tent, deserted ex- 
cept for a few men planting lamps for 
the night performance. The wind was 
beating the rain in ou the floor of the 
tent aud tossing bis papers all about. 


3o i want to go back there?" he 


asked seriously. '-You just bet your 
life I do. Why I'd rather live on the 
shady side of a sage bush than the 
best house they've «ot iu New York. 
I'm not going in to buy inside corner 
lots iu a big town and tramp around 
asphalt streets or ride iu an automobile. 


want to spend the rest of my days 


out there where I came from- 
And 


I've got plenty to keep me busy. 


"I've got a gold mine in one town, a 


tungsten mine iu another, a string of 
hotels out there near the Yellowstoue 
National Park and I've got tbe town 
of (.'ody, Wyo. What more do you 
think I need? Borne of tbese younger 
fellers can take out the show each year 
aud I'll stay out there and rusticate. 
Yep, just rusticate." 


"How about this talk of you going 


to the Heuate from Arizona?" was 
asked 


"I don't kuows," he said, a note of 


pride sweeping iuto his voice. 
"You 


know there are a great many of those 
old fellows or their sous out there in 
Arizona who think I'm it. When they 
get all the scenery fixed and they have 
an election of Senators by direct vote 
of the people they may stir things up 
for me. 


;But if they tend me down to 


Washington I'd be one of those dou- 
ble action hair trigger Senators. The 
fellows down there at Washington 
have these long-winded debates. I 
wouldn't have it. I believe in shoot- 
ing, at the first sight. If you don't, 
your going to miss. I hit 48 out of 50 
out there iu the show grounds today 
in the rain, with my boss slipping iu 
the mud, but it was because I pulled 
the trigger at first sight. Whats the 
use of talking. Get down to action. 
That's what the Senate needs. 


This reciprocity thing with Canada 


is all right. Of course we don't want 
to leave any loopholes for them to get 
in ou us. but stop with Canada and let 
that be enough. Tariff? I don't think 
so much about that. I'll do all that 
thinking if I have to go. You know 
:hey sent me down to the Nebraska 
Legislature one time and I came 
home. I got sick. They talked all the 
time. There wasn't a sure shot among 
the bunch. 


Now and then the interviewer forgot
